greatiy doubt. 

A young Sergeant of the Imperial 
Light Horse—quite a youth of 24 or

War Summary. 


Major-General French, operating 
in the north east section of Cape 
Colony, won a brilliant victory over 
the Boers at Colesburg early yester- 
day morning, driving them from 
the town and occupying it. The 
town is of great strategic import- 
ance, and had been strongly forti- 
fied by the enemy, who had been in 
possession for weeks. A small Brit- 
ish foree,part of a patrol from Dord- 
recht, was cut off by the enemy on 
Saturday night. They held their 
own all night and on Sunday were 
rescued by another force from Dord- 
recht. The Boers attempted white 
flag treachery, but the trick failed. 
A large number of the Boers in 
Natal are cut off from the main 
body of the enemy at Colenso by 
the rising of the Tugela River, 
and are intrenched on the south 
side of the river, not far from the 
British camp at Chievely, The 
British patrols are in close touch 
with this ikolated force, and the 
presumption is that an attempt will 
be made to cut them off. General 
Methuen’s position is unchanged. 


THE CANADIANS ARE IN IT. 


Belmont, Jan. 2.—The Toronto 
Company of the Canadian Cvntin- 
gent, 100 strong, under Capt. 
Barker, experienced its baptism of 
fire in South Africa yesterday, at 
Sunnyside, 30 miles porth-west of 
here. Two ofthe Queensland vol- 
unteers were killed, and Lt. Adie, of 
the Queenslands, died from wounds. 
None of the Canadians were killed. 
Forty. Boers were captured and 
many killed. The Toronto boys 
were first in laager, and stood fire 
gallantly.

| The latest submarine boat is the in- 
vention of James F. Buckley, of Haver- 
hitl, Masa. It is a rotary concern, the 
) entire boat whirling round and round 
on a central axis, like several others 
that have been described in the newa- 
|papers within the last two or three 
jyears. The inventor claims about ev- 
,erything for it that other inventors 
claim for their beats, and a little 
more. The following description 
}shows it as its inventor sees iti— 

| dt is in form a long cylinder taper- 
jing to a point at each end. Around 
ithe outside runs two fins spirally, 
'much like a corkscrew, sothat when 
the boat moves through the water it 
| whirls, and this, it is said, increases 
the speed, on the principle of a rifled 
projectile. 

TO counteract the inconvience to 
the occupants of alternately standing 
on their feet and on their heads as it 
| revolves, a square chamber hanging 
on pivotal bearings at each end oc- 
;cupses the (nterior. This will remain 

upright no matter how fast the out- 
| side shell is-whirling. The chamber 
contains the crew, the electric bat- 
tery, torpedoes and olher equipments 

‘The steering is done by one of three 
j distinct movements, which either end 
| has when used as the stern. Another 
} movement allows, the hull to rotate, 
j and a third drivea the small propel- 

ler when the boat moves on the sur- 
face of the water. 

The inclination is changed by a mov- 
, able ballast truck, sothat the boat 
may run on the surface, dive or run 
| under the surface at will. A power- 
j fa! drill can be run ont at either end 
and forced against the sides of wood- 
en merchantmen. 

The idea of having the entire boat 
one great propeller is to reduce the 
friction, and in this cass the friction, 
it is said, rather assists than retards 
movement wheo under water.

IN KHAKI. 


Why the Brisk Regiments 
De Set Wear Thetr Gay Uni- 
fedme Im Geeth Africa. 


teense

Khaki may prove to be the winding 
sheet of the Boer republic. Khaki le the 
dust colored cidth of which the new serv- 
fee uniforms of the British soldiers are 


made. 

When the British fought the Boers to 
former years, the soldiers of the queen 
went up against their sharp eyed foes 
clad tn the glaring hued clothes which 
made their evolutions at Aldershot such 
brilliant spectacles. They wore scarlet 
tunics crossed by white bands, bright 
helmets with waving plumes, huge bear- 
skin shakosw and other gay trappings, all 
pleasing enough for parade, but entirely 
unsuited for war. 

But since the days of Laingsnek and 
Majuba Hill England has discovered 
that the fanciful teggery which wins ad- 
miration on a line of march at home is 
mot the thing for a battlefield. So things 
have been changed. Nowadays when the 
British soldier goes forth to war he stawe 
his gay uniform in the home barragks 
and gets into khaki, which is durable, 
comfortable and unobtrusive to the eye. 

Perhaps this explains the apparent 
falling off in Boer marksmanship. In 
former wars the burghers opened at long 
range and did terrible execution. Against 
the dull n veldt you can see a scarlet 
tunle a long distance. The Boers were 
in the habit of picking out individual #o)- 
diers just as they would pick out a mark 
at a shooting contest. The “rool battjes” 
made fine marks. “Rooil battje” ts Boer 
tor red cont. 

But in this war the Boers have not 
done ao much long distance shooting. 
Instead of distinctly marked lines of red 
they have been confronted with [ndistinct 
lines of soldiera who were hardly to be 
recognized as such at 1,000 yards, be- 
cause their uniforms were so nearly of 
the color of mother earth.

Nearly all the regiments sent to South 
Africa have been uniformed in the same 
way. Many of the officers, too, hare 
adopted uniforms partly of khaki. The 
war office is now talking of putting all 
the officers, even the generals, into khakt. 
The high rate of mortality among the 
efifcers who have faced the Boers during 
the recent battles has brought about this 
result.

No government, we may feel as- 
eured, however sympathizing with the 
Anglophobia of its supporters, would 
remiure to plunge France, s ngle-hand- 
‘pd, in @ contest which would threaten 
to be as disastrous to ber -at sea as 
wae the war of 1870 on land. . Sup- 
pose, however, that the Czar could be 
lnduced by the Russian military party 
to seize the present opportunity for a 
movement against British India. There 
le mo reason. to suppose the so-called 
alliance between France and Russia 
binds the former country to take part 
im am aggressive war against Great 
Britain. Im the absence of a treaty 
obligation, it would be an act of gross 
folly for a French Ministry to join 
fiussia fo & venture, the gravest risks 
of which would have io be confronted 
by France. Russia might-be depriv- 
ed of Viadivostock and Port Arthur, 
though it is by no means certain that 
those strongly fortified harbors would 
mot be able to resist a naval attack.

The practical value of birds in con- 
troliing insect pests should be more 
generally recognized. A farmer may 
kill all the birds in his corn-field, but 
it would not be an easy matter to de- 
stroy the harmful insects.

Farmers are prone to look with sus- 
picion upon the woodpecker. On inves- 
tigation it is found that healthy trees 
are rarely molested, but that when a 
tree is affected by wood-boring lar- 
vas, the insects are accurately looated, 
dug out and devoured. To them more 
than to any other agency, we owe the 
preservation of timber from hordes of 
destructive insects. Wood-boring bee- 
tles make holes in the trees, then these 
are enlarged by ants, many species of 
which are harmful to trees, and the 
woodpecker Is the only bird special- 


ly fitted with beak and tongue to dis - 


lodge and devour these destroying in- 
sects. 

The rose breasted grosbeak 
highly prized for ladies’ hats 
count of ite beautiful plumag 
pore black and white with a broad 
patch of rose color upon the breast and 
under each wing.

PARTS OF TREE BEARINGS. 
There are many apple trees that bear, 
from one third to one-half a crop ev- 
ery year, the portions being barren 4l- 
ternately, so that the tree is never 
entirely barren. This is apt to be the 
case’ where different varieties are 
grafted on the same tree and espe- 
cially if ‘the grafting is done in al- 
termate years. In other cases cold 
storms in the early life of the tree 
destroyed the fruit at blossoming time 
on the exposed side of the tree, and 
as in the years that a full crop is 
reduced on the limbs in bearing 
there is little chance for fruit buds to 
be formed on those parts of the tree 
and the habit of bearing alternate 
years formed by accident becomes fully 
established.

The Lack ef a Serp as in Their Finances 
erent Boiker Barepe & Stateamen. 


It has been announced that there is | 


a deficit of $49,000,000 in the Russian 
Government's income this year, the 
equivalent in Russian money of 


sum being 1C0 000 090 roubles. The Rus | 


sian system. of finance is somewhat 
vague in reference to actual results, 
there being every year a formal esti- 
mate of the prospective Government 


receipts and expenses, and a subse- | 


quent discovery that the receipts have 
fallen below the estimate made of 
them or that the expenses have gone 
above the estimate, the accounts show- 
ing a deficit, which is carrjed over to 
the year succeeding. Thus in 1894 the 
deficit was 700,000 roubles; in 1895, 72,- 
000.000; in 1896, 69,090,000; in 1897, 30,- 
000,000; im 1898, 50,000,000. This year 
the shortage will be 100 000,000 roubles, 
but the clroumstance is not a disquiet- 


' ing one to the Russian financiers, who 


appear to take it as a matter of 
course. Russian imposes direct taxes 
on land, license and capital invested ia 
business, and obtains further revenue 
from indirect taxes on liquors, the 
chief item, tobacco, sugar, 
matches and naphtha sold at retail 
withia the empire, from customs dut. 
ies, stamp duties, and from the sale of 
apirits by the State—what would be 


coiloguially called in this country a bar 
annex. Then railroads are run by the 
Government, and the profits of the 
Post Oifice and the telegruph service 
go into the Government revenues.

He held that the acid- 
ity came chiefly from the whey in the 
curd. He believed in using’starters in 
making cheese under certain conditions 
but if there was a goud-flavored milk 
he would not use a starter. In fact. he 
would use a starter only to get rid of 
taint or bad flavor. Cheese which had 
developed .too fast and with too much 
moisture in it would soon break down. 
He would let the curd lie for two and 
one-half hours or three hours from the 
time of adding the rennet. He advised 
deep piling for best flavor, although the 
contrary plan, perhaps, gave a greater 
quantity of cheese. 

tr. Publow’s paper brought out a 
keen discussion as to the practical 
handling of cheese. Mr. James Whit- 
top adyised patrons against i 
makets who claimed to make a poun 
of © from less than ten 
pounds of milk. From ten pounds and 
one-half to eleyen pounds of milk were 
renin for a pound of cheese. 

r. Bailey, of Campbellford, spoke 
pee i rae the practice of hauling 
whey to the fon in milk cans. 
He described the ayerage whey as so 
much ‘“‘hog slush” and, amid loud 
applause, declared that the association 
should petition the Legislature to bring 
in a bill to prohibit the carrying of 
whey in milk cans. 

Other members spoke against the use 
of old cans with the tinninge worn off 
being used for carrying milk to fac- 
tories, 

Mr. Watkin, of Belleville, one of the 
oldest cheese buyers in the Province, 
gave a short but stirring address. and 
endorsed the counsel given by Mr. Pub- 
low in his address. 

Mr, J. W. Newman read a practical 
aper on * Methods of Securing Prope: 
onditions in the Curing-room,.” His 

chief points were proper insulation, 
lessening radiation and makers having 
a knowledge of and keeping records of 
their particular conditions. He then 
described the three leading methods re- 
cently introduced to contro! tempera- 
ture in curing-rooms, First, the air 
duct under an ice-house near by; sec- 
ondly, water being evaporated by the 
air over a low simple curing-room; 
and, thirdly, by compressed air, through 
means of the Westinghouse air-brake. 

Dr. Connell, of Queen's University, 
read.a valuable paper on ** Bacterial 
Contents of Cheese in Regulated and 
Unregulated Curing-rooms.” 

Prof, Grisdale followed with a short 
addresses on hog-raising in connection 
with dairying, in which he advocated 
the use of whey and skim milk in con- 
cection with pasture for young pigs. 
He regarded skim milk as worth twice 
as much as whey. 

The professor was questioned very 
frequently, and gave a number of very 
satisfactory answers, although Mr. 
Honey, a leading farmer present, took 
issue with him on the too free use of 
whey and skim milk, neglect of meal 
and grains. Hr. Honey was called to 
the platform, and detailed his plan of 
making bacon for the English market 
from jong sided Yorkshires, and was 
roundly applauded upon resuming his 
Seat. The afternoon session was one 
of the liveliest eyer known in the his- 
tory of the association. 


THE EVENING MEETING.

Leaving India in 1893, after two terms, 
or nearly eight years, as commander- 
im-chief, at a farewell banquet in Cal- 
cutta he strongly urged upon all offt- 
cers the necessity for showing sym- 
pathy with soldi-rs and thelr families, 
and of giving effect to orders in a lib- 
eral and intelligent epirit. 

On the same occasion he showed his 
faith in his system by saying that if 
the time of trial should ever come

mot only on ber troops, her fofts and 
her guns, but on the loyalty of her 
foundateories and the affection of her 
subjects. He always gave the credit 
of his victories to the men under his 
command. 

One of his names among the people 
who honored him only serond to their 
sovereign in the parade on the oocca- 
sion of her diamond jubilee, two and 
@ half years ago, is that of the “sol- 
diers’ general.” No milliary leader in 
England stands higher in the hearts 
of the British nation, and in the judg- 
ment.of European critiés his ability 
ranks with or above that of Lord Wol- 
seley, hia commander in chief. 

After passing through Eton and 
Sandhurst, Frederick Roberts,. then 
nineteen years old, obtained his first 
commission as a second lieutenant in 
the Bengal artillery, on December 12, 
1851. Going at once to India, he 
learned from his father much about 
Afghanistan and the «campaign 
through which General Sir Abraham 
Roberts had just passed, thereby lay- 
ing the foundation of the knowledge 
which he Ieter put to such good use. 

He soon afterward obtained a staff 
appointment, and, discovering the 

value of Hindustani, aet to work to 
acquire the language with the assid- 
weus thoroughmess characteristic of 
all his doings. | 

He went through the mutiny in 1857 
and 1858, from the siege and capture 

of Dethi to the 
winning distinction through his cour- 
age and ability. Three horses were 
shot under him during the cam- 
| palgn. 
| At Khodadung> be won the Victoria 
Cross. He had just saved a native of- 
ficer’s life when he saw two Sepoys 
carrying off the colors. Dashing after 
them, he slew one, and. seizing the 
| standard, brought it back in triumph. 
He would have lost his life had not 
la musket missed fire while its muzzle 
| was pressed against his body. 

In one of his earliest engagements, 
while alding drivers to limber up a 
@un, he was 

‘SHOT NEAR THE SPINE, , 
and the wound was not mortal only be- 
cause a leathern pouch which-had slip- 
ped around to his back, received the 
force of the impact. He left the mu- 
tiny as a brevet major and with a 
medal with three clasps. 

Im 1859 he married Miss Bews. a 
daughter of Captain Bews, of the Sev- 
enty-third regiment. She entered 
thoroughly into his work, and her 
sympathy has greatly aided him. This 
lady and two daughters now comprise 
his family. 

Tn 1860 he became a regimental cap 
tain. After quiet admih’strative work

He waa raised to 
the peerage as Baron of Kandahar, in 
Afghanistan, and of the city of Water- 
ford in 1892.

Hastily despatched to Cape Town as

The Bible has been translated and is 
how read in twenty-two different lan- 
guages and about eighteen thousand 
natives have been redeemed from sav- 
agery. Out of the savage cannibals, 
among whom we were first placed, we 
have educated over three hundred na. 
tive teachers. The high chief of one 
island oheerfally gave up eleven wives 
in obedience to the creed we taught.” 

Dr. Paton married a second time in 
1862 and now has two sons engaged in 
missionary work in the islands. From 
one he received a letter containing a 
woaderfal etory. illustrating the de 
votion of the converted natives. lt 
appears that the chief of an inland 
town on one of the islands invited Dr. 
Paton's son, a few weeks ago, to visit 
bim at his home.

A Fine Battery of Light artttiery —ffee 
tiveme.e af the Fire of these Adentrable 
Wea pens, 

In the firat few engagements of tha 
present war in South Africa it became 
@pparent that the Boers were wonder 
fully well provided with field artilk 
lery. The guns were handled in an ad- 
mirable manner, but they were up to 
date guns to begin with. A battery, 
of six 75 millimetre pieces—practically, 
3 inch guns—bas altracted particular 
attention from the wer correspon- 
dents. This battery was purchased ia 
1896, and was constructed at the fam- 
cus works of Cunet & Sobnelder, af 
Creusot, France. 

The repidity of the fire of these guns 
bas led observersin Che British campe 
to call them repeating or maching 
guns. This is obviously a mistake, 
They are merely “rapid fire" guns, # 
repid fire gun isone for which a eart- 
ridge, combining powder and projectile 
has been prepared. The old style of 
breech loader used shot and shell that 
were detached from the packages of 
powder. Hence a good deal of time 
was required to load a piece. But

Through the whole of his work- 
ing life, the late President Foure, wae 
rately, Uf ever, in bed after So’elock 
in the morning. Even when I’resident 
he invariably rose at 5 o'clock, even 
in the depth of winter; had a cold 
bath, and was immersed in hia books 
in his library at @ o'clock. To this heb- 
it of early rising the “tanner Presi- 
dent“ attributed much of bis success 
im life. i 

M. Jules Verne is another practical 
believer in the virtues of rising early. 
His practice is to rise at dawn in sum- 
mer and at 6 in winter. After a light 
breakfast, he takes up his pen, and 
writes industridusly until 11: o’slock, 
when his day's work is complete, and 
he can devote himaclf to recreation. 
“if Thad not been an early riser,” 
he says, “I should never have writ- 
ten more books than I have lifted 
years.” 

Alexander von Humboldt, the great 
German philosopher and traveler, rare- 
ly spent more than four houra in bed, 
and, on the testimony of Sir James 
Sawyer, was frequently content with 
two hours; and Littre, who lived to be 
80, thought that to spend more than 
five hours a day in bed was shameful 
eoll-indulgence.

WONDERFUL “BLOW HOLE.” 


Awsiralia Has a 4%: areal Phenomenon 
That ts Uniqer. 

What is known as the “Grand Blow 
|Hale” bas recenUly attracted much at- 
itention among tourists, It is a 
isingutar reck formation of the Aus 
itralian coast. This promises to be. 
come one of thé most, famous as well 
'as one of the most pleasant resorts in 
‘New Souih Wales; it is situated on the 
coast some seventy miles south of 
Sydney. 

The center of this district is Kiama, 
iwhich is deseribed as a picturesque 
‘and thriving town surrounded by a 
rich agricuitural country, and which 
has beea built upon an ingenious flow 
‘of basalt that has solidified and cry. 
italized into huge columns of what is 
‘popularly called “bine stone.” This 
‘formation is seen to perfection on the 
‘west coast of Scotland and north of 
jIreland at Fingal’s Cave and other 
‘places, and those who are acquainted 
lwith the ragged appearance of the 
‘coast in these places can form a good 
jidea of the appearance of the New 
iSouth Wales coast at this point. 


The famous “Blow Hole” here situat. 
‘ed, in the middie of ‘a rocky headland 
‘runninng out into the sea, forme a 
‘truly wondrous sight. With each 
isuccesasive breaker the ocean spray is 
‘gent shooting up into the air some- 
‘times as high as 990 feet to 400 feet, 
‘descending in a drenching shower and 
a distant thunder which can be heard 
ifer many miles around, 

This “Blow Hole” is a singular na- 
tural phenomenem, and consists of a 
perpendicular hole, nearly circular, 


, With a diameter of about ten yards 


across, and has the appearance of be- 
‘ing the crater of an extinet volcano, 
This is connected with the ocean by 
ia cave about 1000 yards in length, 
‘the seaward opening of which is in all 
respects similar to Fingal's Cave in 
ithe north of ireland, the same per. 
pendicular basaltio columns forming 
;the side walls of each. into this cave 
‘towering waves rush during stormy 
weather, and as the cave extends. some 
‘distance further into the rock than 
ithe “Biow Hole,” on the entrance of 
each wave this cavity becomes full of

It still sticky, add more bran, Brown 
in a moderately hot oven, stirring 
frequently that it may brown evenly 
It should be watched closely, as the 
molasses in it causes it to burn easily,
